World’s Progress--Personal, 
Political, Historical 


Washington— President Wilson has 
appointed L. E. Pinkham cf Hawaii to 
be governor of Hawaii. 

Minneapolis, Minn—-Minneapolis po- 
licemen are to act as free employment 
agents. Mayor Nye has issued orders 
instructing policemen to assist idle 
men in finding work. 

London—The Duchess of Marlbor- 
ough has accepted the presidency of 
the Women’s Municipal party, which 
was formed with the object of putting 
forward women candidates for office 
in various municipalities. 

Washington— President Wilson has 
nominated Preston C. West of Okla- 
homa to be an assistant attorney gen- 
eral attached to the interior depart- 
ment, and Royal Meeker of New Jer- 
sey tO be commissioner of lubor statis- 
tics. 

Panama—The canal commission has 
announced its readiness to make as- 
signments of land at the Pacific end of 
the canal for oi] storage purposes un- 
der revokable leases A similar an- 
nouncement with regard to the Atlantic 
end of the canal will be made soon. 

Washington—Clerks in the govern- 
ment departments must either pay 
their debts or relinquish their jobs. 
The latest department to emphasize 
this order is the war department, and 
an order signed by Secretary Garrison 
has been handed to all the employes. 

Washingtoon—Charles W. Cobb of 
San Fracnisco, assistant attorney gen- 
eral of the interior department, has 
resigned to practice law in New York 
city. He will leave the department 
September 15. Cobv was appointed by 
former President Tait May 15, 1911. 

Washington—The cruiser Galveston 
has been orderad fro.n the Remertnan 
navy yard, Washington, to relieve che 
cruiser Albany on the Asiatic naval 
station while the latter vessel is under- 
going repairs at the Bremerton yard 
The Galveston will leave August 30 
on her tour of duty. 

Washington—A delegation of Sioux 
Indians, headed by Chief Red Dog, 
from the Pine Ridge, S. D., reserva- 
tion, asked the house Indian affairs 
committee to direct the distribution 
of the tribal fund of $1,800,000 pro- 
rata. The committee referred them to 
the interior department. 

Washington — Hollow concrete tile 
blocks will be made at Panama, the 
canal commission having aranged for 
the erection -f a plant for their manu- 
facture by the Pauley steam-jacket 
process. Most of the buildings of the 
new town of Balboa will probably be 
erected with these blocks, 


Council Bluffs, lowa—Attorneys rep- 
resenting eight railroads operating in 
lowa apepared in United States dis- 
trict court here to argue for their pe- 
tition asking tnat the state of Iowa 
be re-trained from eprforcing a re- 
duced round-trip passenger rate to 
people attending the State Fair. , 


Washington—The discovery of a new 
$5 ‘‘Indian head’’ silver certificate is 
announced by Chief W. J. Flynn of the 
United States secret service. The 
spurious note is apparently printed 
from crudely etched plates on fair 
quality bond paper, with ink lines to 
imitate the silk fiber of the gerfuine. 

Chicago—A jury in the criminal court 
returned a verdict of guilty against 
Fred Hrodek, a chauffeur, charged 
with the murder of Patrick J. Condon, 
who was run over and killed by an 
automobile driven by the defendant. 
His punishment was fixed at fourteen 
years imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Chicago—Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, 
superintendent of schools of Chicago 
since 1909, has announced her resigna- 
tion. Mrs. Young gave no reason for 
her move, but said that her Intention 
had béen known for some time to mem- 
bers of the board. Lack of. harmony 
between Mrs. Young and the board is 
said to be the cause. 


Manila—An act was passed by the 
recent legislature carrying an appro- 
priation of $75,000 to establish a chain 
of agriculture! demonstration stations 
for giving practical and ocular instruc- 
tion in as many localities as possible 
in soil selection, preparation and fer- 
tilization, planting, harvesting, seed 
selection, and breeding. 


Philadelphia—For the first time_in 
its. history Philadelphia is to have a 
woman street inspector. Director 
Cooke of the department of public 
works has appointed Mrs. Edith W.

Brothers of San 
Francisco, will be named state archi- 
tect to succeed John W. Woollett, who 
has tendered his resignation, to take 
effect the last of this month. 

Washington—A long drawn out con- 
test over the western Washington fed- 
eral judgeship ended during the week 
when the senate confirmed the nomina- 
tion of Jeremiah Neterer of Belling- 
ham, Wash., to succeed Cornelius Han- 
ford as judge of the district. 

Los Angeles—The Lutheran Educa- 
tion Society of San Francisco, at the 
Evangelical Lutheran conference of 
western states, presented ten acres of 
land in East Oakland to be used for 
the erection of a denominational col- 
lege to cost between $30,000 and $40,- 
000. 

Martinez—The board of supervisors 
has passed resolutions establishing a 
free library in Contra Costa county. 
Maintenance will be provided in the 
next tax levy. The county library will 
be conducted in conjunction with the 
state library. 

Portland, Or.—The city commission 
has ordered the renting of a pasture 
near Portland, where the fire horses of 
the city will spend their vacation time. 
Every horse in the department will be 
given three weeks’ rest this summer 
at the expense of the. people, the same 
as the men in the department. 

Seattle—The city council has passed 
an ordinance making it a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$100, or thirty days in jail, or both, for 
any person or persons to make a hook 
on any baseball game, or any contest 
of skill between baseball] players. 


Riverside—Crystals resembling dia- 
monds have been found in the new 
city wells ou the Hunt tract in the San 
Bernardino basin. The formation is 
declared to be the same as the clay in 
which the diamonds are found in the 
Kimberly district of South Africa. 

Seattle—A massive bronze statue of 
the late Governor John Hart McGraw 
of Washington has been unveiled in the 
park triangle. Addresses appreciative 
of the services of Governor McGraw 
were delivered and the statue, which 
was paid for by popular subscription, 
was turned over to the city. 

Washington—The navy devartment is 
considering the building of fuel oil 
tanks at suitable intervals along the 
entire Pacific coast. A tank to contain 
2,100,000 gallons probably will be 
erected near San Diego as a beginning. 
This information was conveyed to 
Representative Kahn at the depart- 
ment. 


San Rafael—S. J. Norton, who has 
completed the preliminary work for 
the building of the San Rafael and San 
Anselmo Valley railway, which will be 
the first electric street car line in 
Marin county, appeared before the 
state railroad commission Friday with 
a petition for incorporation of the com- 
pany. 

Oroville—The first Tokay grapes of 
the season were sent east by J. H. 
Leggett on July 28. The fruit was 
grown on land that had been previously 
dredged for gold, but now reclaimed 
to horticulture. This shipment broke 
last year’s record by seven days and 
the previous state record by over two 
weeks. 

Oakland—The building permits for 
the fiscal year ended June 30 were for 
$9, 201,960.30, against 7,996,88.20 for 
last year. Of this amount $8, 159,915.05 
is for new construction, an increase,of 
over $1,000,000 over last year. The 
cost of alterations and repairs was 
$1,042,045.25. For 1912 this was $850, - 
765.70. 

San Francisco—Officials of the Spring 
Valley Water company have confirmed 
the report that work had begun upon 
an immense storage reservoir on Cala- 
veras creek in Alameda county. This 
reservoir, they said, will be one of the 
largest in the world and will havea 
storage capacity of sixty thousand mil- 
lion gallons of water for the use of 
San Francisco and bay cities. 

Stockton— Suburban districts sur- 
rounding Stockton and containing ap- 
proximately 8000 residents are to be 
annexed by the city within the next 
few months, according tu an announce- 
ment by Mayor Reibenstein. So cer- 
tain-is he there will be no hitch in the 
project that he will pospone an elec- 
tion for a $600,000 sewer! system until 
the outlying districts have been taken 
in.

Sacramento—Speculation as to the 
identity of lucky appuintees to state 
positions created by the last legislature 
will be cut short on August 10, accord- 
ing to an announcement at the capitol.

OF PHONE TRUST 


Attorney General Files Suit 
in Portland to Break _ 
Monopoly 


Starts Action in West Because of 
Peculiar Situation—Sherman 
Law Violated 


Portland, Or.-—Dissolution of the al- 
leged telephone monopoly on the Pa- 
cific coast by the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company—the so-called 
Bell Telephone trust—is sought by 
Attorney General McReynolds in the 
civil anti-trust suit filed here. The 
government charges the giant corpora- 
tion and its subsidiaries with absorbing 
independent telephone compnaies to 
destroy competition and create a mo- 
nopoly in Oregon, Washington, Mon- 
tana and Idaho, in violation of the 
Sherman law. 

This is the first attempt ever made 
to apply the federal anti-trust statute 
to the telephone situation. Telephone 
companies have claimed that the tele- 
phone, like the railroad, is a natural 
monoply and that a@ single system is 
conducive to the best interests of the 
the public. The department of justice 
contends that it 18 a question of public 
policy for congress to determine. 

It is declared that the suit filed will 
not interfere with the sweeping inves- 
tigation proposed by the intesrtate 
commerce commission ‘into the gen- 
eral telephone situation to determine 
whether the Sherman law should be 
invoked generally with the purpose of 
enforcing competition or whether mo- 
nopoly should be permitted or encour- 
aged under regulation similar to that 
ot the railroad. 

This step was taken in the West be- 
cause the attorney general believes 
there existed a peculiar situation de- 
manding immediate attention to cure 
evils said to lave been brought about 
by unfair practices and illegal combi- 
nations. The attorney general asks 
the court to compel the Bell companies 
to relinquish control of the Independ- 
ent Telaphene company of Pulrot 
Sound, the Northwestern Long-Dis- 
tance Telephone company, the Inter- 
state Consolidated Telephone company 
and the Independent Long-Distance 
Telephone company. If necessary to 
accomplish this dissolution, the court 
is asked to appoint a receiver for the 
properties. 

Attorney General McReynolds’ well 
kpown views that the pro rata distribu- 
tion of the stocks cf the Standard Oil 
and Tobacco trusts did not bring about 
a real dissolution of these combina- 
tions are strongly reflected in this suit, 
in which he specifically requests the 
court to require the alleged telephone 
trust to dispose of the stocks, ponds 
and physical properties of the inde- 
pendents to persons not connected with 
the Bell comparies as stockholders or 
otherwise. 

He asks for the restoration, as far 
as practicable, of competitive condi- 
tions existing prior to the consolida- 
tions, and that the Bell companies, 
their officers and agents be enjoined 
from acquiring interest in or control 
of the companies relinquished. 


Lodge Approves the 
Policy in Nacaragua 


Wiashington— In a statement ex- 
pressing general approval of the Bry- 
an-Wilson policy regarding Nicaragua, 
Senator Lodge said it would be an ef- 
fective method of satisfying the world 
that the United States intended to 
enforce the Monroe doctrine. 

“If we are going to maintain the 
Monroe doctrine,’’ he said, ‘‘as we 
always have and as we always shall, 
it is absolutely necessary_ttat we 
should see to it that order is main- 
tained in the republics bordering on 
the Caribbean sea so not only that our 
own citizens and interests, but that 
citizens and interests of other coun- 
tries may be protected. 

‘‘We say to all the world in the Mon- 
roe doctrine that they must not colo- 
nize or take land on the American con- 
tinent, and in practice that they must 
not interfere with American affairs. 
We cannot take this position unless we 
are also prepared to say to all the 
world that we will see to it that the 
rights of their citizens or subjects are 
protected in the countries affected by 
the Monroe doctrine.’’

MEANINGS OF INCOMES TOLD 


Courts Make a Clear Distinction Be 
tween Earnings and Capital When 
Estate Is Involved. 

What is income? If you bought a 
house ten years ago for $5,000 and 
sold it yesterday for $10,000, would 
the $5,000 profit count as income for 

1913? 

If you bought 1,000 shares of stock 
at $100 a share last September and 
sold it yesterday at $110, would the 
$10,000 profit be a part of your 1913 
income? 

No, in both instances. They should 
properly be classed as additions to 
capital, and capital is not in any sense 
income. One man might have a mil 
lion dollars in a bank vault and still 
be not subject to an income tax, be- 
cause his million wouldn’t be earning 
a dollar. 

Income implies time; capital does 
not. Income is something earned over 
a period of time, but the added value 
to the house was not in any sense 
earned. Nor was the increase in the 
price of 1,000 shares of stock earned. 

If it were attempted to measure by 
an income yard stick the fluctuations 
in capital, no one would ever be able 
to tell exactly what his income was. 
Until you sell your house you do not 
know bow much value has been added 
and the same is true of your stocks 
and bonds. You may guess, but there 
is no certainty. 

Income, is a definite and stated re- 
turn upon lahor and upon capital. The 
rent derived from,a house is income. 
The added value to the house is cant- 
tal. A man's ‘salary is income, but his 
capacity to earn more salary is capl- 
tal. 

If you were to find a thousand dol- 
lars on the street, that would not fig- 
ure as a part of your income for 1913. 
If you at once invested it so as to get 
5 per cent. interest, the $50 it would 
bring you would be part of your in- 
come for the year. If your father 
gave you a house, that wouldn’t fig- 
ure in your income account, but as 
soon as the house began to yield rent 
for you that would be income. The 
gift of the house would be an addition 
to your capital. 

The courts make a clear distinction 
in the matter of income and capital. 
The trustee of an estate might invest 
$100,000 in securities and in a year 
be able to sell them for $110,000. If 
the trusteeship stipulated that he 
should distribute only income to the 
beneficiaries the court would not per- 
mit him to give them the $10,000 profit 
derived from the sale of the securities. 
That would be capital and not income, 
The $10,000 would have to be rein- 
vested. 


Man’s Best Years. 

Dr. Osler was a good deal past forty 
when he sugested that men do very 
little original or valuable work after 
that age, so that his judgment was not 
influenced ‘by his personal interest. 
But Professor Munsterberg was over 
forty-nine when he gave fifty as about 
the high-water mark of a man’s ca 
reer, and Dr. Wiley, who is nearly 
sisty-nine, is confident that a man’s 
best years are those following three 
score—his best years for work. As 
pirants for judicial positions have dis- 
covered that President Wilson will not 
appoint any man over sixty-five to be 
a judge, or any man who will not 
agree to retire at seventy. But no 
man over sixty when appointed could 
retire at seventy with pay. and some 
of our presidents have refused to ap- 
point judges who were much over 
fifty-five.

He says: “A hint about 
boiling asparagus is worthy of men- 
tion, since the proper method Is rare- 
ly followed by English cooks. As- 
paragus of the stouter sort always, 
when of the giant quality, should be 
cut of exactly equal lengths and botl- 
ed standing heada upward in a deep 
saucepan. Nearly two inches of the 
heads should be out of the water— 
the steam sufficing to cook them—as 
they form the tenderest part of the 
plant, while the hard, stalky part is 
rendered soft and succulent by the 
longer boiling which this plan per- 
mits. Slide the asparagus (they should 
be tender in about 30 or 40 minutes) 
out very tenderly on an inverted sieve 
with a cloth laid on it.”

To Sharpen a Lawn Mower. 

Mix up a solution of emery dust and 
black of] about as thick as molasses 
and spread on the concave cutter bar 
beneath the mower knives. With a 
wrench or screwdriver ‘remove the 
cast head covering on the outside of 
one wheel. Place a crank on the end 
of the axle thus exposed, and turn 
backward. This revolves the knife 
cylinder rapidly and draws the knife 
edges through the emery solution. 
For a crank use the kitchen range 
grate shaker, an old hand corn sheller 
or wringer crank. It is very simple 
and effective.

{n the usual way; press them between 
two plates to drain the water from 
them. Roll a lump of butter the size 
of an egg in some flour; stir it over 
the fire with a wooden spoon till it is 
quite smooth, but not in the least col- 
ored. Add gradually a quarter of a 
pint of cream, a teaspoon of salt, 
one-half teaspoon of pepper and one- 
eighth of a nutmeg grated. Simmer 
10 minutes and serve poured over the 
cabbages. ime, from 15 to 20 min- 
utes to boil the cabbage. Sufficient 
for five or six. 


French Tea Cream. 

Scald one quart of cream, take from 
the fire, add one teaspoonful of any 
preferred kind of tea, stir for an in 
stant, cover closely for six minutes, 
then strain. Return to the fire in a 
double boiler with five eggs and five 
tablespoonfuls of sugar beaten to 
gether and added to it, and stir until 
as thick as custard. Take from the 
fire, add one box of gelatin which has 
been soaked in one cupful of cold 
water and stir until dissoived. Strain 
into a wetted mold and set away until 
firm. Serve with whipped cream.
